Health Service Advisory - Influenza is an acute viral infection which is 
characterized by respiratory and constitutional symptoms. Transmission is by 
close contact or by droplets from the respiratory tract of an infected person. 
The virus is airborne and multiplies in the upper respiratory tract, invading 
the nasal, tracheal, and bronchial mucosal cells. In the majority of patients 
influenza begins as an acute cold after a short incubation period of 24 to 48 
hours. The patient has fever, headache, dry cough, and generalized aching. 
Other symptoms may include sinusitis, bronchitis, pleurisy, or bronchopneumonia. 
There may be gastrointestinal symptoms of nausea, vomiting, abdominal pain, 
and diarrhea. If you have any of these symptoms STAY IN BED . There is no 
specific treatment for influenza however, antipyretics and analgesics, such 
as aspirin, will reduce fever and relieve headache and myalgia. A liberal fluid 
intake is advised because of fever.

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INFORMATION CONCERNING ASSOCIATED STUDENT BODY (ASB) OFFICES 

I. Qualifications for students running for ASB offices: 

A. Academically, they must hold a cumulative GPA of at least 2.0 of all 
college work at any institution; their GPA for the term preceding 
their election must be at least 2.0; i.e., they may not be on 
academic probation. 

B. They must have been enrolled as a student at Mount St. Mary's College 
for the term prior to the election. 

C. They must be endorsed by at least twenty-five (25) other Mount St. 
Mary's College students. 

II. President - The President is the official representative of the Associated 
Students; she is obliged to communicate with the students at large in order 
to understand their viewpoints and to be able to speak for them when occasion 
demands. (only one person may be elected) 

III. Vice-President - The Vice-President represents the Associated Students when 

delegated by the President to do so. In case of illness or resignation of the 
President, she assumes the duties of the President. As in the case of the 
President, she is responsible to keep in close touch with all varities of student 
opinion and to be available to students who wish to present information or 
problems to the Executive Officers. (Only one person may be elected) 

IV. Secretary-Treasurer - The Secretary-Treasurer is responsible for the quality 
and accuracy of student records and financial accounts, (two are elected, one 
for Secretary and one for Treasurer) 

V* T he Standing Committees : Five standing committees shall assist the Executive 
Officers of the Associated Students. Chairmen will be elected for each 
committee, (two may be elected for each Committee and serve as Co-Chairmen) 

A. Academic and Cultural Affairs - This committee plans and organizes 
academic and cultural programs of value to the students and to the 
total college. 

B. Communications - This committee endeavors to improve general college 
information on events and activities. The committee plans and organizes 
all publicity campaigns for the other Associated Student Committees, 

the newspaper, the annual, the student directory, and calendar for 4th 
floor Humanities. 

C. Campus Ministry Representative - This committee works in conjunction 
with the Campus Ministry Office and plans a balanced program of religious 
activities for students.
